Nation Facing 
Threat of 
Steel Strike

nation today faced tho threat ot 
its first major steel strike since 
1946. 


U. S. Steel Corp., bellwether of 
the industry, yesterday said "no" 
to demands 
of 
the 
ClO-United 


Steclworkers for a fourth 
round 


wage increase and for company fi- 
nanced pension and insurance pro- 
grams. 


Thc union immediately called a 
July 13 meeting of its wage policy 
committee to consider a possible 
strike July 16. 


Contract 
negotiations 
between 
thc steel union and the nation's 
No. 1 steel producer were recessed 
indefinitely. 


Philip Murray, president of the 


CIO and the Steclworkers, told a 
press conference: 


"They (the Steel Corp.) merely 


t say no to the union and they say 
so with an air of complete finality. 
!x x x The conferences are dead- 
locked. There is no hope as I see 
it at present o fmutually satis- 


! factory agreement being arrived 
.at on any of the issues."

down the wage increase. It told

The present contract has almost 
a year to run.

Statement from U. S. Steel cov- 
ered the union demands this way: 


1. — Wages: "We are convinced 


that no sound reasons justify

tion through the imposition of high- 
er employment costs, x x x." 


2. — Pensions: "We propose that 


this issue of .whether or not the 
contract can now be reopened by 
the union on this subject be pre- 
sented x x x to the board of con- 
ciliation and arbitration for deci 
sion." The corporation has insisted 
only rates of pay and insurance 
could be discussed this:year. 
3. — Insurance: "The companies

j tinue willing to arrange x x x for 
(insurance benefits x x x but only 
on tho express understanding that 
thc cost of such insurance shall be 
divided equally between the com- 
panies and the participating em- 
ployes."

Shannon, Ireland, July 7 — (UP) 


— A New York-bound stratocruiser

All 53 passengers — 
including 


Comedian Danny Kay and Tennis 
Stars Louis Brough and Margaret 
du Pont — and 10 crow members 
donned life jackcs in preparation 
for a "ditching" at f.ca after the 
fire broke out in the right outboard 
engine. 


The flames burned out in 45 min- 


jutes, however, and thc huge Pan 
i American airliner came in to Shan- 
jnon on three engines with an es- 
cort of two Liberators without fur- 
ther incident. A dozen fire trucks 
stood by unneeded as the plane 
landed.

day. No widespread relief was in 
sight

Showers and cool air brought a 
measure of relief to some of the 
hot spots but the 
bureau didn't expect ,. „ 
break in the steaming heat im- 
mediately.'Meanwhile, crop losses 
in thc drought-stricken northeast- 
ern states mounted daily and no 
heavy rains were forecast. 
Deaths 
attributed to the 
hot 
weather climbed to at least 153. 


Cool air fanned out over the dry- 


stricken areas of 
New 
England 


and New York state yesterday and 
rain fell in some parts of the eastV 
ern states.

Now York City got its heaviest 


wetting in weeks — a half inch" 
rainfall. The m e r c u r y was a 
pleasant 81 yesterday arid dropped 
to 71 early today.

cities and communities build the 
public housing. 


The government itself won't own 


or run the housing. The cities and 
communities will do that. 


How much will all this cost thc 


government? 
Congress 
says 
no 
more than $12,320,000,000, 
spread 


over 40 years. It can't be spent all 
at one time. 


Since government money will bc 
used in public housing, the govern- 
ment will have some control over j 
it. For example: 
It must approve the plans before 


any government money is handed 
out; it will' have final say on the 
size of rents that can bc changed. 
The program will go like this: 
A city has a 
lot 
of 
families 


needing decent, low-rent homes. So 
it wants to build low-rent public 
housing. 


Since it has to hire private con- 


tractors to do the building, thc city 
may not have enough money 
to j 


foot the bill. 


Under this program the govern- 


ment then can help out 
in two 
ways: With loans, that have -to bc 
paid back, and grants, that don't: 


1. Loans — the government can 


give thc cities as much as $1,500,- 
000,000 in loans over the next isx . 
years. A city can get a loan up to | 
90 per cent of thc cost of building 
a public housing project. 


The government loses nothing on 


this because thc cities must repay 
the loan, at interest of maybe 2 1-2 
to 3 per cent. But they have 40 
years to do the repaying. 


2. Grants—this is where the gov- 


ernment hands out money it never | 
gets back, for a grant is an out- 
right gift. 
Congress says 
the 
Government 


can give the cities $12,320,000,000 
grants to get public housing. But— 
The money won't be handed out 


in any one year, or six years, but 
over 40 years and then with no 
more than $308.000,000 
given 
in 


I any one year. If that much has to 


I be given every year for 40 years, 
it will come to $12,320,000,000. 


Why should the government have 


to give perhaps as much as S30i!,- 
000,000 a year in grants, or out- 
right gifts, to 
the 
cities for 40 


years? 
To help them bridge the gap be- 


tween (a) the cost to them of run- 
ning a public housing project and 
<b) the income 
they 
get 
from 


their low-rent paying tenants. 


This isn't the first time the gov- 


ernment has been involved in pub- 
lic 
housing. 
Congress 
first 
ap- 


proved 
a 
public 
housing 
pro- 


gram in 1937. 
Under that one, 
191,000 
public 


housing 
units 
have 
been built. 


They've cost the government so 
far $68,000,000 in grants. 


I 
Those grants—unlike the 40-year 


(ones allowed under the new pro- 
gram—can run for CO years. 


But the 
most 
the government 
can lose on grants under the 1937 
program is 
$1,690,000,000 spread 
over GO years.
